NORMAL TAX A Vi) SURTAX 
RATES 
The Revenue Act of 1934 provides 
for only one normal tax rate, that is, 
4 percent on the am ount oi the net 
income in excess of the allowable 
credits such as the personal exemp­ 
tion, credit for dependents, etc. The 
act provides 
for 
an 
additional 
credit 1 >r the purpose of the normal 
tax on an earned 
income 
credit, 
th a t is, 10 percent of the am ount of 
the earned net income but not in 
excess of 10 percent of the amount 
of the net income. The personal

T he S p an iard s did have an “aid to 
n av ig atio n ” in S an Diego—n o t m uch 
of an “a id ”, and you could hardly 
call it a lighthouse.

point, ju st a low -lying reef, pro­ 
jecting in to S an Diego Bay.

One of the problem s which fre­ 
quently come before jurors in the 
trial of road dam age cases is the 
value of a tree.
